President Roosevelt continued ef- 
forts last night to avert threatened 
strikes by conferring with representa- 
tives of automobile workers and ap- 
pealing to Pacific coast longshore- 
men to postpone action pending fur- 
ther negotiations. 

Representatives of automotive work- 
ers called on union locals to with- 
hold strike action pending further 
word from the president. After con- 
ferring with Mr. Roosevelt, labor lead- 
ers reported substantial progress. 

The National Automobile Chamber 
of Commerce, however, claimed Presi- 
dent William Green, of the American 
Federation of Labor, had sbifted his 
position aud now denied that upiov 
recognition was the main issue in the 
controversy. 

President Roosevelt's personal ap- 
peal postponed a strike of 12,000 
longshoremen on the Pacific coast. 

In Cleveland compromise plans were 
fiudied which may end strikes of YOO 
men in the Addressocraph-Multigraph 
Corporation and Sherwin-Williams 
Paint Company plants. 

More than 300 striking New York 
taxical drivers marched on the city 
hall and then wrecked and burned 
scores of cabs and beat drivers in 
Times Square.

Sloan Accords NRA Credit 
For Textile Industry Revival 


Chairman of Code Authority Opposes Wagner 
' Labor Bill and 30-Hour Week Measure 


as Recovery Obstacles. 


WASHINGTON, March 
George A. Sloan, chairman of the 
cotton textile industry’s code author- 
ity, told a senate committee today 
that that industry had risen from the 
depths of the depression to the long- 
sought wage and employments levels 
of 1926 and that NRA was due “all 
the credit.” 

Sloan said the industry had re- 
stored employment to 101 per cent 
of 1926 levels, wages to 110 per cent, 
and that the industry “by and large 
hs come out of the red ink into a 
break-even point.” 

Then he handed to newspapermen 
a statement from the consumers’ in- 
dustries committer, which he also 
heads, warning that further absorp- 
tion of unemployment must come in 
the capital goods industry, but that 
first “political obstacles and legis- 
lative threats” must be removed. 

The statement cited the Wagner 
labor bill, the Connery 30-hour week 
bill and the securities act as ex- 
amples of “major political obstacles” 
which were holding up the _ capital 
goods industry through ‘“uncertain- 
ties and fears.” 

Sloan appeared before the labor 
committee at the request of Hugh 8. 
Johnson to deny a charge that though

Employment had _ increased from 
320,000 to 445,000. 

The minimum wage had frequently 
entailed increases of 100 per cent in 
weekly wages and 200 per cent in 
hourly rates. 

Average full-time weekly earnings 
had increased from $11.61 (April, 
1933) to $15.29 (November, 1933), 
or 31 per cent. 

Average hourly wage rates had in- 
creased from 21.5 cents to 36.5 cents, 
or 69 per cent, over the same period. 

Despite the reduction in hours, the 
average employe got $3 a week more 
than before the code.

In a spirited rally to prevent a cer-

The vote of 220 to 174 bound the 
house conferees to insist upon the 
more moderate veterans’ compensa- 
tion and federal pay plan the house 
had agreed upon. 

Indications were the senate would 
yield to the house, accept its amend- 
ments tomorrow and send the bill to 
the White House, where President 
Roosevelt will decide whether to sign 
or veto it. Many believed he would 
sign it. 

‘The senate proposal for veterans 
would have cost the government an 
estimated $118,000,00C in restoring 
allowances that were taken from vet- 
erans by the economy act of last sea- 
son, The house had voted $83,000,- 
000 for that purpose. 

The house also rejected by 228 to 
164 the senate proposal to restore to 
federal workers the full 15 per cent 
pay cut. This was estimated to cost

Mayor James L. Key Thursday

them after that date. 


In addition, Frank H. Reynolds, 
chairman of the sewer committee, will 
ask that $25,000 be set up to pur- 
chase cement for another stretch of 
the Peachtree creek sewer, the work 
to be done by Fulton county and all 
other materials to be furnished by the 
government. 

The three stretches on which work 
is now in progress are composed of 
a stretch of the Peachtree creek 
sewer lying in the extreme sections 
of Fulton and DeKalb counties, the 
McDaniel trunk sewer and the South 
river sewer. It is completion of these 
projects, on which work has been 
progressing for the past several weeks 
and on which more than 2.5 miles 
of sewer line already has been laid, 
that Miss Shepperson is interested in 
immediately.

Month Jobs for 80 Men.

The public works administration

$155.000 to Ful-| 
ton county for the cendchee of the 
Fulton tower. Chairman Geerge F. 
Longino, of the county commission, 
said he hoped that work would start 
within three weeks. The program is 
expected to be completed in six 
months. 

The fund will be used to gen- 
erally renovate the jail, Mr. Longi- 
no said, adding that the amount re- 
ceived was too small] to build an ad- 
dition to the structure. 

“We are going to tear out the pres- 
ent lobby and practically rebuild the 
first floor, install new elevators and 
paint the interior of the jail,” the 
county chairman said. “It will pro- 
vide work for 80 men daily during 
the six months the project is under 
construction.” 

Announcement from Washington 
said that of the $155,000, approxi- 
por $124,600 would be spent for 
labor. Thirty per cent of this, or 
about $37,000, is a grant, while the 
balance and. the additional $30,400 
is a loan which will be backed by 
state highway certificates. The state 
owes the county about $350,000 for 
highways built years ago and has is- 
sued certificates for that amount. 
Fulton and other counties are pledg- 
ing their certificates for PWA loans.

WASHINGTON, March 22.—(UP) 
Complete reorganization of the ua- 
tion’s facilities for handling freight in 
less than carload lots, with rail and 
truck transportation co-ordinated, is 
proposed in a report made public to- 
night by ge B. Eastman, federal 
co-ordinator of transportation.

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Youth Confesses Slaying Woman © 
To Rid Self of ‘Hex’ Placed by Her 


POTTSVILLE, Pa., March 22.—(A) 
By the flickering light of an oil lamp 
in a farmhouse window, Albert Shin- 


sky, mountain youth, today re-enacted 
the slaying of Mrs. Susan Mummey, 
6g, after he told county detectives 
Louis Buono that he shot the woman 
to break a “hex” she put on him 
eight years ago. 

She called a spirit from the sky, 
he said nervously, and it haunted him 
into illness, then told him to slay her. 

With the aid of flashlights, a squad 
of officers took the farm hand over 
Line mountain before dawn and drew 
his fantastic story from him. 

He said he slipped through the 
trees Saturday night and saw the out- 
line of two figures against the dim 
lamp light in a front room, he said. 
He could see Mrs. Mummey bending 
forward. 

Jacob Brice, a boarder, had injured 
his foot and she was bandaging the 
wound. Her daughter, Tuvelia, stood 
by, holding a lamp. Shinsky told 
Buono he fired through the window. 
Mrs. Mummey fell. Shinsky fired 
again, to frighten the others. Then 
he fled. 

The slaying was reported Sunday 
morning. Shinsky was arrested yes- 


| 


terday. 
Back in his cell, Shinsky said he| 
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feels “like a reborn man;’” he spoke 
calmly for the first time. For eight 
years, he said, he had suffered physi- 
cal and mental torment. It all. start- 
ed while he was working on an ad- 
joining farm. There was a dispute 
over land. Up until that time, he 
said, he was vigorous, but his strength 
left him and often he was forced to 
leave dances, because he “got too 
weak,” 

He couldn't sleep at certain periods 
of the month. he went on. A huge 
black cat, with green eyes, came into 
his bedchamber in the dead of night 
and grew so large that it filled the 
room and suffocated him. He could 
not kill the cat. 

Then a “pow wow” doctor taught 
him a chant. This drove the cat away. 
But it always returned. 

Detectives said they found the “hex” 
beliefs common in the Line mountain; 
that farmers told them their mules and 
cattle were hexed. Barns and farm- 
houses here and there, they reported, 
bear marks and signs designed to coun- 
teract any “curse.”

Another Woman of U. S. 
Is Linked With Spy Ring 


PARIS, March 22.—(2)—The pre- 
vious trail of an international spy 
ring led to the United States again 
today when police began efforts to 
trace activities of an American woman 


whose identity they did not establish. 

Authorities were inclined to believe 
she played a minor role, if at all, and 
told Investigating Magistrate Andre 
Benon they had not decided whether 
she would be sought for questioning 
in connection with what they called 
a traffic in American, British and 
French secrets. 

A belief that she had been impli- 
cated by two young Americans held 
with 14 others in connection with the 
espionage syndicate was neither con- 
firmed nor denied in police circles. 

The American couple, Mr. and Mrs. 
Robert Gordon Switz, of New Jersey 
and New York, were said by authori- 
ties to have made a full confession 


“of the part they played” in the spy 


ring. 

Judge Benon indicated the belief to- 
day that .Switz’s interest in com- 
munism was responsible for his “‘get- 
ting involved in the spy gang. 

The magistrate quoted the Ameri- 
can as saying what he was doing was 
for “the welfare of humanity. 

Meanwhile, the search for further 
evidence to supplement a mass — 
documents seized in two major raids 
last December and this week con- 
tinued. and police found a “spies 
nest” with secret panels, false furni- 
ture drawers and closets with fake 
bottoms in the apartment of Mme. 
Baila Englart, a fugitive Bessarabian 
woman. ; 

She is sought in connection with the 
developing and printing of secret code 
films which Switz confessed mailing to 
Switzerland for an acquaintance.

By the Associated Press. 
One South American air liner crash- 
ed with fatal result yesterday, while 


the snow-capped Andes yielded the 
long-hidden wreckage of another and 
its nine victims. 

Three members of the crew of a 
Pan-American-Gracge Airways plane 
were killed when the ship met disaster 
on its take-off at Lima, Peru. Four 
passengers were injured, including 
Manuel Trucco, ambassador from Chile 
to the United States, and his daughter. 

Meanwhile, the 20-month old mys- 
tery of the disappearance of the air- 
liner “San Jose,” on a flight from 
Santiago, Chile, to Buenos Aires, was 
cleared away by two mountaineers. 

On muleback, they discovered the 
wreckage and bodies of the nine vic- 
tims under snow at the base of Mount

OF 20-MONTH OLD CRASH 


MENDOZA Argentina, March 22

to find the wreckage of a Pan-Amert 
can-Grace air liner and the hodies of 
nine men who started from Santiage 
Chile, 20 months ago for a flign: 
across the world’s highest air route 

The mystery of its disappearance, 
which led scores of searching exped+ 
tions by plane and mule into the An 
dean mountain fastnesses previously 
untrod and unmapped, was _ solved 
when the men sighted the plane, its 
nose buried in the slaggy slope of 
Cerro de] Plomo. almost due east of 
Santiago and four miles south »6' 
Puente del Inca. 

The moutnaineers, Miguel Lucere 
and Crisistomo Suahez, are empleyes 
of the Puente del Inca inn, a moun- 
tain resort on the trans-Andean rail- 
way and close to the Argentine 
Chilean border. 

The craft was not burned. (Que 
body was headless but the others, 
four of which were outside the plane, 
were well preserved. The place where 
it was found is not far off the route 
through the Andean pass habitually 
followed by Pan-American - Grace 
planes. 

In their months-long search for 
the plane searchers passed near by, or 
went over the site countless times 
since the plane, the “San Jose,” re- 
ported by radio at 7:40 a. m. on July 
16, 1932—an hour after leaving San- 
tiago for Buenos Aires—that it was 
battling low snow clouds 
zards. 

Then its wireless stuttered and died. 

Heavy snows immediately after the 
disaster and the absence of subsequent 
thaws until those of the present wan- 
ing summer apparently buried the 
plane completely from the searching 
parties, 

A blanket of snow still covered the 
bodies and kept them, with one ex- 
ception, intact. 

They were being brought to Men- 
doza tonight by an expedition headed 
by Pan-American-Grace and Argen- 
tine authorities. ' 

Meager details available pending the 
return of the expedition revealed that 
the craft apparently remained aloft 
at least two hours after leaving San- 
tiago, hunting its: way through the 
storm until its gasoline supply was ex- 
hausted.

ROOSEVELT GETS 
VINSON NAVY BILL 


Only President’s Signa- 
ture Required to Launch 
Building Program. 


WASHINGTON, March 22.—(4)—. 
President Roosevelt's signature was 
all that was needed tonight to em- 
bark the United States on the initial 
stages of a huge building program to 
lift the navy to treaty strength. 


Congressional action on the Vin- 
son-Trammell bill authorizing con- 


destroyers and submarines. an air- 
craft carrier and more than 1,000 
airplanes was completed when the 
senate approved the conference re- 
port a few hours after the house had 
done so. 

“Little navy” senators made a fi- 
nal gesture of protest—claiming it 
was the start of a “mad naval race” 
and another big opportunity for prof- 
it-making “racketeers’—but the leg- 
islation was approved without a roll 
call and made ready for transmission 
to the White House. 

_ President to Approve. 

President Roosevelt is ready to ap- 
prove the bill, but the extent to which 
funds will be made available in the 
seven years the program is expected 
to cover will depend on the generosity 
of the budget bureau. 

There has been no definite assur- 
ance from that quarter that all the 
money needed—the estimates range 
from $500,000,000 to $750,000,000— 
with be forthcoming for insertion in 
the annual naval appropriation bills. 

The measure takes the first major 
step in years to extract some of the 
profits out of the building of arma- 
ments by private manufacturers. 
Profits on all ships to be constructed 
in private yards would be limifed to 
not more than 10 per cent if the 
contracts involve more than $10,000. 

The contracts would be awarded 
alternately—ship by ship—to govern- 
ment and private yards. ; 

Another provision looking to more 
economical war equipment would re- 
auire the government, if it could be 
done with existing facilities, to build 
in its own plants at least one-tenth 
of the 1,118 airplanes authorized. 

: Vinson Gratified. 

_Chairman Vinson, democrat. Geor- 
gia, of the house naval committee, 
said he was “gratified at the action 
of congress. because this construction 
program will go a long way toward 
putting our navy in the class it be- 
longs.” 

“This is the biggest naval program 
ever authorized at one time by con- 
gress,” Vinson said. “It provides for 
65 destroyers, 32 submarines, four 
cruisers, one aircraft carrier and 1.184 
airplanes. It will cost around $5X0.- 
100,000 and will provide employment 
for thousands of workers directly and 
indirectly, 

“This naval bill will put the United 
States in a favorable position when 
the time comes for another naval con- 
ference.” 

Meanwhile, Representative Britten.

WASHINGTON, March 22.—(UP) 
The administration’s policy of foster- 
ing crop reduction while nifillions of 
Americans are hungry, was condenm- 
ed tonight by Senator William E.

The Stavisky 


Scandal. 


The Stavisky scandal, which pro- 
duced such a hullabaloo in France and 
which brought about the downfall of 
the Daladier government, was not 
merely the personal case of a big- 
game swindler. The swindler was ab 
to operate because of the corruption 
in French political circles. A man 
handing out bribes and gifts in all 
directions obtained immunity for a 
mass of shady deals. In the end so 
many officials had become involved 
that it became dangerous to arrest 
him. His arrest would inevitably 
bring to light the extent to which im- 
portant people had protected him for 
the sake of a share in the loot. So 


his arrest was delayed and delayed, 


not by the government, but by offi- 
cials in the various departments, who 
shelved the charges against him in 
order to protect themselves. 

When the bomb finally burst, the 
royalists seized upon the excitement 
produced by Stavisky’a suicide, to in- 
dict the government. There is a good 
deal of discontent in France and it 
crystallized around the affair. An 
ordinary, orderly investigation of the 
case was not sufficient. The people 
had been told that members of the 
government were involved and the roy- 
alist newspapers said openly that the 
whole scandal would be hushed unless 
the masses demonstrated and showed 
their anger. 

This was a clever trick. For it 
made it possible for the royalists to 
uy that the fault lay with democracy. 

emocracy means corruption,” was 
the rallying cry. People who are hard- 
pressed, burdened with a heavy tax- 
ation ag the French people are, eager- 
ly seized a chance to throw out a gov- 
ernment which they feel responsible 
for their economic situation. The 
Stavisky scandal gave the people an: 
excellent chance to vent their pent- 
up dissatisfaction. Here was some- 
thing tangible and not mere argument 
about the pros and cons of demo- 
cratic government. . 

Much has been made in this coun- 
try of the allegation that Stavisky 
was a Jew. is did not enter into 
consideration in France at all. The 
French people are happily well-in- 
formed enough that a criminal’s race 
or creed affiliation cannot be made 
a matter of reproach to others of that 
race or creed. 

Stavisky’s crime was his own. Lle 
wasn’t a Jew. He was a Polish Cath- 
olic. Nobody is foolish enough to 
charge the Catholic church with com- 
plicity or responsibility. 

The lesson of the Stavisky affair is 
this: ‘That when a single party runs 
all the departments of the government 
there is a danger of party despotism, 
of men thinking more of the interests 
of their fellow party-members than of 
the country’s interests. Democracy 
must be courageous enough to tear 
away evil from its own bosom. To 
hesitate is weakness. Stavisky should 
have been arrested months before. At- 
tempts to shield him finally proved a 
boomerang through which the cause 
of democracy suffered heavily.

ENIGMA WASHINGTON, March 22.—The conservatives on the 
supreme court will not take a hint. 

Rumors of their resignations have been spread broadcast 
throughout the land for néarly a year. Three of the four con- 
servatives on the court have long sincé passed the retirement age. 

Successors to two are supposed “to have been picked unoffi- 
cially by administration authorities. 

Yet the conservatives do not retire. They continue in good 
health. Not only that, but they write minority opinions, such as 
that in the New York milk case, boldly questioning legal principles 
involved in the new deal. , 

Those who know whereof they speak are not above suspecting 
that the matter has developed into a little situation in which the 
conservatives are determined to outlast Mr. Roosevelt, so he can- 
mes appoint liberals in their places. At least, that is the result so 
ar, 


SILENCE What has encouraged this suspicion is the case of 
Justice McReynolds. Last summer the rumor got 

around that he would retire at the fall term of court. His friends 
did not start the rumor. All that could be found out about the 
source of the rumor was that it probably “came from downtown.” 
For the benefit of strangers to Washington, ‘‘downtown” is the 
realm of the administration. 

Justice McReynolds silently failed to take notice of the rumor. 
He did not retire at the fall term, nor during the winter term. He 
reached the retirement age February 3, 1932. 

For a man supposed to be considering retirement, he wrote an 
exceedingly strong objecting opinion as leader of the conservative 
minority in the milk case. 


MORE SILENCE His two conservative assooiates who have 
also reached the retirement age are Justices 
Sutherland (October 2, 1932) and Van Devanter (April 17, 1929). 

One liberal member of the court has also reached the retire- 
ment age, Justice Brandeis (November 13, 1926). But there have 
been no rumors about his resigning. 

The matter is rather important because the new deal has been 
winning decisions in the court by the narrowest of margins, 5 
to 4. If one of the conservatives would be so kind as to take a 
hint and retire, the margin would be 6 to 3. 


DRIFT Apparently the administration is growing weary of wait- 

ing. It recently indorsed the progressive, Senator Hiram 
Johnson, for re-election to the senate. He was one of the two 
supposed to have been slated for a supreme court appointment. 
The other was democratic Floor Leader Robinson. 

It is possible that the conservative justices have given no con- 
sideration whatever to this subtle phase of the matter. They could 
be staying on merely because they like the court atmosphere or 
because retirement will cut their income from $20,000 to $10,000 
a year. 

Whatever the reason, the effect is the same. (The terms con- 
servatives and liberals as used above carry no political implications, 
They merely describe the divergence of the court in the last two 


big cases, milk and Minnesota mortgages.) 


STRIKE Striking has become so popular that even the relief-roll- 
ers are trying it. 

In a steel town of northwestern Pennsylvania not long ago, 
workers in the steel plant were getting 40 cents an hour while 
the CWA workers were getting 50 cents an hour. Naturally many 
steel workers dropped their hard labor in the mills and took soft 
jobs with the CWA, until the CWA put a stop to it by reducing 
its wage to 40 cents an hour. 

The CWA workers considered this a personal affront and went 
on strike, refusing to take the 40 cents offered by the government. 


FERULES President Roosevelt had several switches on his desk 
when he started talking to both sides in the auto- 
mobile strike. 
Most significant was the plan to feed strikers through the CWA. 
It meant the government would finance the strike so the workers 
could hold out as long as the United States treasury did. 
Almost as patent was the presidential authority to license in- 
dustry and force a settlement on his own terms if he chose, 
There are good reasons for believing the president never in- 
tended to use either switch.

There Are Gentle Methods of Catching | 


Both Kinds of Fish

Some years ago, when | was writing a weekly page for the Saturday 
Evening Post, I sent in a batch of Stuff that included a fish story. It 
must have seemed too fishy, for it wasn't printed. 

Now, as the bait-digging season approaches, | shall tell it again for 
the information of far-away fishermen—knowing full well that the Philis- 
tines will accept no part of it. 

Many years ago, in England, poor men who poached on the estates 
of the rich, developed a novel method of catching fish in shallow brooks. 

Having sméared one arm with clay, they would lie down close to 
the water's edge and reach into the quiet depths beneath an over-hang- 
ing bank too find a sleeping trout or salmon. 

How they landed the fish I do not profess to know, but that was the 
method of approach as described by English writers. 

Doubtless the method possessed a name, but I have not found it re- 


corded in print.

ties, little if any effect on the opera- 
tions of the democratic party. 

While it is true that there has been 
a recent drive to divorce public of- 
ficials from their positions on the 
national committee, on the theory 


‘Ithat the affiliation is not in the pub- 


lic interest, the politicians smile at 
the move as being a more or less per- 
functory compliance with the demands 
of the hour, but as affecting not at 
all the methods of office-holders 
controlling local affairs and appoint- 
ments. 
Real Powers Remain. 

Many political bosses have never 
served on hational committees nor 
have they accepted public office, but 
their power was just as extensive. It 
does not matter who is national com- 
mitteeman, but what force lies be- 
hind the individual who holds the post. 
In the present instance James A. 
Farley will be just as powerful when 
he resigns as chairman of the demo- 
cratic national committee as if he 
had stayed in command. It is the ad- 
ministration in office which says, as 
a rule, what shall be done in patty 
councils, Meetings of the democratic 
national committee will be dominated 
by President Roosevelt. What he 
says about future platforms or conven- 
tions will be heeded. 

Indeed, there is very little for the 
democratic national committe as a 
body to do for the next four years. 
Under the custom established in the 
past, the president is usually asked 
to run again. The theory is that 
if he makes a good record he deserves 
renomination. If he doesn’t, then 
nobody can make as good a defense of 
his policies as can the incumbent. 


Renomination Certain. 


So, with a renomination virtually 
reassured for Mr. Roosevelt, the only 
job ahead is for the national head- 
quarters and its publicity to be ef- 
fectively maintained. This is some- 
thing which can be handled easily 
nowadays because the party head- 
quarters i¢ in Washington and it is 
permanently set up—something which 
the party owes to the efficiency of 
John J. Raskob, who. never could un- 
derstand why the national headquar- 
ters should @ anywhere else but in 
Washington and why it should be de- 
mobilized between campaigns, 


The only other purpose which na- 
tional committeemeén serve is to keep 
the local party organizations intact. 
But this can be done as well if not 
better by democrats who are actually 
in office than by national committee- 
men who reside in their states and 
do not have day-by-day contact with 
the administration. If it were neces- 
sary to line up delegates for a nation- 
al convention, which it probably will 
not be necessary to do in 1936, the 
office-holder has an even better op- 
portunity than a national committee- 
man to see that the wishes of the ad- 
ministration are carried out.

But, in the course of his 20 years on any large police force, he 
will find himself serving from time to time, and more often than 
not, under the high command of some of the most degraded poli- 
ticians that it is possible for low-grade mayors to select among their 
local party colleagues. He will serve under some men who have 
ho object but to pay off old grudges with petty and humiliating acts 
of persecution and protect the ward leaders in the operation of 
their rackets. He will also serve under Stuffed shirt commissioners 
whose pleasure is to dash about town at night having themselves 
photographed on the scenes of cheap murders, and who know no 
more about police work than they have read in the detective maga- 


Now and again in his 20 years, however, the policeman will 
come under a decent and somewhat efficient commanding officer for 
a brief period of time. But even such a commissioner probably will 
turn out to have a wife or daughter with novel ideas as to the sort 
of caps and uniform jackets that policemen should wear. If $0, 
these innovations will be put into effect by departmental orders at 
considerable expense to the individual patrolman. That is always a 
nuisance but it is only a nuisance after all and can be endured. 


END ALWAYS THE SAME These occasional honest com- 


manders always approach the 
job with a naive idea that they are going to last forever, although 
the average tenure in the position is only a couple of years and 
that of the honest and independent is a little briefer than the aver- 
age. All police chiefs, including the crooks, the stuffed shirts and 
the honest kind lead off with the announcement to all ranks, and 
to the newspapers, that from now on there will be no politics in 
the department, that promotion will depend on merit alone and 
that crime must go. There usually ensues a drive of some kind to 
advertise the new administration to the citizens. Sometimes it is 
a crusade against vice on Main Street but it may take the form of 
an old-fashioned drag-net which scoops up a lot of beggars and un- 
important thieves who will be turned loose in a day or so for lack 
of evidence.

He soon begins to read 
that Lieuténant O’Brien, of headquarters, has been transferred to a 
beat out among the cabbage-rows and ash-dumps near the city limits 
“for the good of the service’ and he does not need telling that 
Lieutenant O’Brien has been sentenced thus as a rebuke to some 
ward politician of the defeated party. The policeman has seen this 
happen a few times in the past and has seen these Lieutenants 
O’Brien take their punishment in silence and presently, on a new 
turn of city politics, come back to headquarters with fire in their 
eyes and malice in their hearts. 

The policeman is wise in the ways of the scheming and conniy- 
ing world in which he has to live and work. Therefore, when he 
sits in at the big, departmental ceremonies, listening to pep-talks 
by the new mayor and the new chief, he decides that he will just 


go along minding his own business as usual.

Pensions of Firemen 


Depletion of the Atlanta fire de- 
partment pension fund will force 88 
members to go without pensions due 
April 1 if council fails to provide 
the necessary money to meet the pay- 
ments. 

Pension rolls of the department to- 
tal $5,758.20 a month, and there is 
only $789.73 in the treasury. Un- 
der the city charter the city must 
supplement sums to meet the pen- 
sions, but as yet nothing has been 
done to provide the amounts neces- 
sary. It will take $51,823.80 to 
meet requirements for the remain- 
der of the year, but this will be cut 
to about $29,000 when receipts of 
the fund are credited.

I have never been able to under- 
stand why people with g--den pools 
are willing to slap their ankles every 
evening and scratch them—or at any 
rate, literally itch to scratch them— 
all the next day. The connection in 
that case is the mosquito. My men- 
tal gyrations, you see, are not so wild 


as thev would appear to be at first 
sight. 

How to prevent the prevalence of 
ankle itching from the constant and 
untiring attacks of mosquitoes is a sub- 
ject that I have always delighted in. 
I stand for the conservation of wild 
life, but these home-grown mosquitoes 
do not come under that classification. 
And as for the number of wild ones 
I have smashed, instead of leaving 
them to the tender mercies of the 
bats and nighthawks, I hate to think. 
It’s like light years, which always 
give me the creeps because I can’t 
imagine them. 

Let us to mosquito destruction, then. 
Introduce a good planting of Gambusia 
holbrookii into your pool, That is uot 
a vegetable, but a very active little 
fish known variously as top minnows, 
mosquito fish, and olbrook’s minnow. 
In form this species is strikingly like 
a diminutive tarpon. The jaw is pro- 
duced so strongly that the mouth ac- 
tually seems to be on top of the head. 
The length of large specimens is about 
two inches, though most of them are 
less. The female is larger than the 
male, and the anal fin of the female 
is rounded whi'e that of the male is 
sharp. The color is silvery, with a 
metallic blue iridescence about the gill 
region, similar to the famous guppyi

“Workers who are compelled to join 
a company union are denied the right 
to engage in collective bargaining. 
Workers who suffer from injustice or 
oppression and who have real griev- 
ances have no chance of redress when 
they are compelled to submit ‘com- 
plaints and grievances for fair ad- 
judication to those who are the paid 
representatives of the company.” 


Urges Wagner Bill Passage. 

Green urged enactment of the Wazc- 
ner bill whieh would virtually. do 
away with the company union and 
said that the radio address last week 
of John L. Lovett. president of the 
Michigan Manufacturers’ Association 
and spokesman for the National Auto- 
mobile Chamber of Commerce, was a

SHIFT IN GROUND LAID 
TO GREEN BY N. A: C. OF C. 

DETROIT, March 22.—(/)—As- 
serting that William Green, president 
of the American Federation of Labor, 
“has now shifted his ground” and is 
denying that recognition of the A. 
F. of L. is the prime issue in the pres- 
ent automobile labor controversy, the 
National Automobile Chamber of Com- 
merce issued a statement tonight at- 
tacking the labor leader’s attitude as 
“camouflage.” 

The chamber’s statement, which was 
released in Detroit tonight, asserted 
that Green “knows the American peo- 
ple would not stand for an American 
Federation of Labor dictatorship if 
they realized that was his real pur- 
pose.” 

“Mr. Green,” the statement con- 
tinued, “now states that the workers 
have merely fasked that the manutac- 
turers deal ‘with representatives of 
their own choosing—that the manufac- 
turers permit the employes to enjoy 
the rights guaranteed them -by the la- 
bor provisions of the law. The evi- 
dently wants to make people believe 
that the manufacturers have not 
done so. 

Wants What Is Being Done. 

“What Mr. Gheen now says he 
wants is exactly what the manufac- 
turers have done and are doing.” 

The N. A. C. C. statement asserted 
that the employes are free to exervise 
every right granted them under the 
“The automobile industry has sup- 
ported the NRA from the beginning,” 
the statement said. “It was one of 
the first to present a code approved 
by the president of the United States 
and in response to the president's sug- 
gestion a few weeks ago, the industry 
again further shortened hours and 
raised wages.” 

The statement flatly reiterated that 
“the issue is union domination.” 

Text. 

Following is the text of the state 
ment: 

Confronted with the plain truth 
that the threatened strike is for union 
domination of the automobile indus- 
try, Mr. Green has now shifted his 
ground. He says recognition of the 
American Federation of Labor is not 
an issue and has not been raised. That 
is camouflage. He knows the Ameri- 
can people would not stand for an 
American Federation of Labor dicta- 
torship if they realized that was his 
real purpose. Yet Mr. Green himself 
has said that there is room for only 
one labor organization in the United 
States, and that if organized labor 
has to strike for what it wants, strikes 
must come. 

Mr. Green now states that the work- 
ers have merely asked that the manu- 
facturers deal with representatives of 
their own choosing—that the manu- 
facturers permit the employes to en- 
joy the rights guaranteed them by the 
labor provisions of the law. He evi- 


dently wants to make people believe |’ 


that the manufacturers have not 
done so. 

What Mr. Green now says he wants 
is exactly what the manufacturers 
have done and are doing. 

Rights Respected. 

Every right of the employes under 
the recovery act and the automobile 
manufacturing code they are free to 
exercise. 

Collective bargaining in the auto- 
mobile plants represented by the Na- 
tional Automobile Chamber of Com- 
merce complies with the national in- 
dustrial recovery act. 

The automobile .industry has sup- 
ported the NRA from the beginning. 

It was one of the first to present 
a code approved by the president of 
the United States and in response to 
the president’s suggestion a few weeks 
ago, the industry again further short- 
ened hours and raised wages. 

The facts are these: 

The employes of most companies by 
heavy votes have elected representa- 
tives of their own choosing to bargain 
collectively with the management. The 
companies neither coerced them, nor 
intimidated them nor interferred with 
their choice. 

This collective bargaining is work- 
ing satisfactorily and with practical 


results. 
Not Bound. 

Employes were not required to vote 
under the representation plans. If they 
did vote under them, that does not 
prevent their having any other ac- 
credited representative of their own 
choosing to bargain for them with the 
management. 

Groups may choose such represeitta- 
tives or an individual may deal on 
his own behalf. 

Employes may be represented by 
anyone showing authority from those 
for whom they speak. 

What happened in the plants was 
this—under the labor provisions of the 
recovery act, employes were invited to 
elect representatives of their own 
choosing to bargain collectively. Plants 
were diivded into voting districts in 
order to provide for adequate repre- 
sentation. Employes nominated their 
own candidates and then voted by se- 
cret ballot for the candidates so nom- 
inated. 

The ballots were counted by the em- 
ployes. The plans themselves are sim- 
ple and may be changed by the em- 
ployes. Generally speaking, elections 
are held annually, but most of the 
plans provide also for recall of elect- 
ed representatives by their constitu- 
ents if their services are unsatisfac- 
tory to the employes. 

No Arrangements. 
The purpose of these plans was to

Further Expression of 
Disapproval Made by 
Richard Whitney. 


WASHINGTON, March 22.—(#)— 
A further expression of disapproval 
today by Richard Whitney, president 
of the New York Stock Exchange, 
failed to shake the belief of some pro- 
ponents of the revised measure for 
governmental control of securities mar- 
kets that only minor changes were in 
store for it. 

In this connection, some members 
of the s@nate banking committee ex- 
pected Tom K. Smith, treasury ex- 
pert, who is to appear before the com- 
mittee tomorrow, to clear up the im- 
pression in some quarters that the 
treasury was lukewarm if not actually 
_ toward the new Fletcher-Rayburn 


ill. 

Smith in his appearance before the 
house commerce committee declined to 
express an opinion on some of its sec- 
tions and, under persistent question- 
ing, asserted the treasury did not care 
to express either approval or disap- 
proval. 
|} Chairman Fletcher, of the senate 
banking committee, today had no com- 
ment on Smith’s testimony, but it was 
known that experts who aided in writ- 
ing the latest draft of the proposed 
law, feel Secretary Morgenthau and 
his assistants are willing to accept it. 
President Roosevelt, 
made no open expréssion. 

“Minor Changes.” 

Fletcher said “minor changes” might 
be made in the bill. 

Whitney told the house committee 
today that adoption of the present 
draft “would seriously disrupt our or- 
ganized security markets and Ameri- 
can business.” 

“I do not believe that sound legis- 
lation can be based on the frame- 
work of this bill,” he said. 

“I want to make my position abso- 
lutely clear. I think this bill is un- 
workable and will have destructive ef- 
fects not only upon stock exchanges, 
but also upon the value of securities 
and the business of the country.” 

He added, however, that since the 
committee desired “constructive sug- 
gestions,” he would propose changes. 

Whitney urged an alteration in the 
margin requirements of the bill which 
would wipe out present minimum mar- 
gin requirements and submitted a pro- 
posed amendment to allow the federal 
reserve board to set up a flexible 
standard of requirements. 

Hits Present Form. 

He said he felt passage of the bill 
in its present form would destroy the 
market for listed securities and “it is 
certain that such an event would bring 
untold loss to individual security own- 
ers and indefinite delay to the pres- 
ent recovery program.” 

Also, he said, the measure “would 
tend to drive the security business of 
the country away from the organized 
stock exchanges and into the unor- 
ganized over the counter markets 
which exist in every financial center.” 

Whitney opposed provisions of the 
‘measure which would require segrega- 
'tion of broker and dealer, registration 
of securities and requirements that the 
federal trade commission be given wide 
authority for exchange regulation.

It is rare, indeed, to find a case 
where a declarer is able to fulfill a

Names of Liquor Dealers 
In Savannah Bared by U. S. 


Disclosure of 41 Seen as 
Signal for City-State Ac- 
tion Against Sellers Un- 
der Bone Dry Law. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., March 22.—() 
Savannah citizens today were fur- 
nished with a list of 41 establishments 
licensed as whisky dealers by the in- 
ternal revenue department. 

The list, disclosed by revenue 
agents, was not made public through 


any desire to help dealers by giving 
them a little advertising. Nor was 


it done as a fovar to thirsty individ- 
uals who may have desired the infor- 
mation, 

Tax collectors of the government 
merely had placed the finishing touch- 
es on their work of inspecting whisky 
stocks and had the word of their de- 
partment head that there was no ap- 
parent reason why the dealers names 
should not be known. True, they 
-may fall afoul of state and local of- 
ficers of bone-dry Georgia, but that is 
no fault of the federal government. It 
takes their money for licenses because 
federal regulations require licenses 
from all dealers. The government, 
of course, did not ask them to enter 
the business. 

Revenue agents here and in Au- 
gusta have been checking over liquor 
stocks to make sure they also carry 
the $2 per gallon tax stamps. Several 
seizures have been made _ in both 
cities. W. E. Page, collector of in- 
ternal revenue for Georgia, said in 
Atlanta today the agents had just 
about finished with the known deal- 
ers. 

The government's action in accept- 


ing their money for licenses then per- 


mitting their names to be blazoned 
across the pages for all to see, was 
not the least of the dealers’ worries. 
A 13-year-old city ordinance was res- 
urrected by police and shoved under 
the nose of one dealer, costing him a 
fi¢> of $50 and an order from the 
as to destroy his supplies. 

‘Lhe ordinance makes it unlawful 
for anyone to sell any beverage of 
merchandise not covered by licenses 
granted by the city. Originally it was 
not intended for use where merchants 
were found to be handling merchan- 
dise not covered by their city licenses, 

Police said the ordinance will be 
used along with charges of violating 
the state prohibition law, in all liq- 
uor cases made hereafter. A charge 
of violating the state law also was 
made against the first defendant ar- 
rested under the old city ordinance but 
he was not held on that charge after 
being fined for violating the local law.

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MOULTRIE SHOWS 
BUSINESS GAINS 


Upward Trend Reflected 
in Many Phases of City, 
County Progress. 


By GRADY ADAMS. 

MOULTRIE, Ga., March 22.—(#) 
Without a vacant house or an empty 
store building, with retail merchants 
in all lines reporting business “far bet- 
ter’ than it was a year ago, or any 
March since 1030, and bank deposits 
approximately a miliion dollars large: 
than at the same time in 1033, Moul- 
trie is going about its work in a more 
cheerful and hopeful manner than it 
has in a long while. 

ut in the rural districts there is a 
bright picture also. The land has 
been prepared for planting on every 
farm in the county—there won’t be an 
idle one—real estate men say. in 
fact, bundreds who wanted to lease 
places in Colquitt county couldn’t be 
accommodated. 

To use the language of Joe N. 
Horne, clerk of Colquitt superior 
court, “Last fall was a debt-paying 
fall,”” and mortgages in his office were 
cancelled at an average rate of at 
least 25 a day, beginning during the 
watermelon season, continuing through 
the tobacco season and on through 
most of November. This left the 
farmers in fine shape to start this 
year's chop. All of them will be able 
to get the money needed to finance 
their operations in 1934 either from 
the local banks or from some govern- 
ment agency. Returns from the land 
rented to the government by cotton 
and tobacco farmers—and both crops 
are grown on nearly every farm in 
this section—will furnish all of the 
ready cash many planters will need. 

Farm Prices Rise. 

In citing the vast improvement in 
conditions during the past year W. CO, 
Vereen, Moultrie banker, manufac- 
turer and builder, said that cotton,, 
cottonseed, peanuts, corn and hogs are 
selling for more than twice as much 
as they were bringing on the Moul- 
trie market a year ago. It also ap- 
pears certain that tobacco will bring 
a profitable price next season. Mr. 
Vereen was the leader in the move- 
ment that resulted in the adoption of 
the famed Colquitt county plan of 
mixed farming which has _ brought 
Moultrie nation-wide publicity. It 
will be adhered to by the agriculturists 
of the county again this year, in so far 
as is possible under the government 
acreage reduction program for cotton 
and tobacco. 

A number of the big farmers, who 
added to their holdings with borrowed 
money when land was selling at $125 
to $150 per acre and finally lost their 
places, have been able to recover them 
with funds obtained from the Federal 
Land bank in Columbia. 

Residence Building. 

Moultrie proper has a high record 
to its credit during 
the first year under the recovery pro- 
gram, civic leaders assert. More than 
100 residences were built during the 
year. Twelve are in the course of 
construction at this time.

baseball pitchers ever produced in the 
south or any other section for that 
matter was Elijah W. Maynard, now 
one of the state’s ge barristers 
and city attorney of Maco 

“Lige” Maynard, the old- re Eee will 
tell you, was as good a college pitcher 
as ever mayest on a mound in Geor- 
gia back when he was the ace of the 
Mercer team in the seasons of 1903, 
1904 and 1905. 

Judge Maynard, as he is ‘now called 
in legal circles, compiled a great pitch- 
ing record in state college circles dur- 
ing that period. He performed the 
very rare feat of beating both Tech 
and Georgia twice in succession in 
consecutive series 

OFFERED CONTRACT. 

The Judge wus so good that Abner 
Powell, then manager of the Atlanta 
Crackers, offered him a contract to 
pitch in the Southern league. But he 
turned down this and all other pro- 
fessional offers for the sake of pur- 
suing his study of law, which proved 
a very wise move in that he has been 
most successful in the profession. 

In the days when “Lige” Maynard 
was pitching, the colleges did not 
have very large staffs. But the pitch- 
ers they had were excellent ones. The 
year before Judge Maynard entered 
Mercer, the school had two star pitch- 
ers in Judge Will Gunn, father of 
Watts Gunn, the golfer, and Dr. Har- 
ry Moses, now a very prominent sur- 
geon. ;

“Lige” Maynard ranks amon 


jfive greatest pitchers in the history 


of Mercer University and this insti- 
tution has a great baseball back- 
ground, Bradley Hogg, Luther Blood- 


ceived flattering big league offers, are 
generally conceded to have been the 
other four. 

“Lige”’ Maynard was a very foxy 
pitcher and had a deceptive side- 
arm delivery. Few clubs, college or 
professional, could beat him when he 
was right. And the Judge was right 
most of the time. 

BEATS NAP. 

In the summer of 1904 he pitched 
around for the small towns of Geor- 
gia and won 44 games while losing six. 
He pitched against Nap Rucker, just 
let out by the Atlanta team, at Barnes- 
ville and beat him, 4 to 1, in a great 
battle. He won three out of four 
games from Jimmy Lavender, then a 
rising young star with the Monte- 
zuma team. And while pitching for 
Statesboro in 1905, he lost a tough 
3-2 game to Eddie Cicotte, later a 
star with the White Sox and then 
with the Augusta team. The town 
of Stillmore, Ga., hired Cicotte on an 
off-day to pitch against Statesboro 
and Maynard was his opponent. 

There is no doubt but that “Lige” 
Maynard would have been quite a 
= had he gone into professional 


Denton C. (Cy) Young, the pitching 
marvel of the big leagues for many 
years, discovered ‘“‘Lige’ Maynard— 
then a substitute pitcher and catcher 
on the Mercer team—back in 1908. 
That year the Boston Americans, for 
whom Young was then pitching, train- 
ed in Macon and Cy was engaged to 
coach the Mercer team. 

Young, a master of all the pitch- 
ing tricks, taught Maynard quite a 
few of them that spring. 

The following year, 1904, an At- 
lanta newspaper offered a huge pen- 
nant to the winner of a six-game se- 
ries between the leading state. col- 
leges—Georgia, Georgia Tech and 
Mercer. Maynard pitched and won 
four games for Mercer to win the 
pennant single-handedly, one would 
say. 

Tech won three 
two in the series. 

IRON MAN. 

That was the year that Maynard 
pulled his remarkable feat of pitching 
and winning consecutive games 
against Tech and Georgia. On a 
Friday he pitched and beat Tech. 
Then “Ick” Howell, Mercer’s only 
other pitcher, was taken ill and May- 
nard had to pitch the Saturday game, 
winning that also. 

The next Friday, he opposed 
Charley Cox. Georgia’s star, and beat 
him 4-3, and then came back to beat 
Ted Sullivan, another good Georgia 
pitcher, 2-0. 

The last game that he pitched 
against Tech in 1904 stands out in 
Judge Maynard’s memory. J. W

Judge Maynard’s last victory over 
Tech was won by the score of 3-2 in 
10 innings. And he himself won it 
with a double past Tommy MeMil- 
lan, playing short for Tech, in the 
tenth. He fanned 14 men that day. 

Some prominent men played = on 
that Mercer team with Maynard, but 
it boasted only two .300 hitters—Pat 
Stovall and Babe Quarles, an ount- 
fielder. 

Felton Mundy played first 
Dave Stakely, a remarkably fast 
man, second base; MecGinnity, short- 
stop, and Sid Connor, now a promi- 
nent army officer, was the third 
baseman. Billy Rogers and Quarles 
were two of the outfielders and a 
pitcher usually made .the third. It 
was a great defensive, although a 
light-hitting, club. 

Judge Maynard still remains a 
great baseball fan. He goes to all 
the games and is a keen student of
